In 1857 the "queen pearl" was dis- 
covered at Notch Creek, near Paterson, 
N. J . a pearl that weighed 9S grains, 
was sold to Empress Eugenie for $2.- 
600, and Is said now to be worth four 
times that amount of money Pearl- 
Ashing was carried on feverishly for 
awhile after the "queen-pearl" dlscov 
ery. but oa the whole with rather in 
different remits Finds were mad* It 
the Little Miami in Ohio, and In the 
year 1876 pearls to the amount of $3,- 
(K)0 were obtained at Waynssvllle, O. 
After 1880 pearl-fishing attracted the 
attention of states to the south and 
west, Kentucky. Tennessee and Texas 
coming to the fore as pearl-producing 
states, and Florida also contributing. 
In 1889 Wisconsin exhibited a large 
consignment of wonderfully colored 
Is. within three months sending 
1111,000 worth to New York; one 
lmen valued at $500. the colors 
purplish-red. ropper-red and deep pink. 
Other parts of Wisconsin were then 
exploited, and thousands of dollars' 
worth or pearls obialned. But the raus- 
bedn became exhausted, and th« 
pearl lever subsided in the northwest 
1897 It broke out In Arkansas, and 
spread to the Indian territory. Mis- 
souri. Georgia and Tennessee. A no- 
ticeable feature of the Arkansas dia- 
ry was the finding of a lavge pro- 
portion of the best pearls lying loose 
on the mud of the shores or at the bot-

Dr. Wm. G. Wheeler died very 
suddenly at bis home six miles 
south of town at 11:30 yesterday 
morning. He had been iu bed a 
day or two buffering with pains in 
the region of his heart. At the 
hour named he frad a sinking spell 
and died in a short while. 
Wheeler was born in Alabama Oct. 
28, 1841. being a son of the late 
Jas. Wheeler. He came with bis 
parents to this country in 1843. He 
was w as educated at the University 
of Virginia and graduated 
medicine in 1867 and practiced for 
six years. In 1873 he came to 
Hopkinsville and engaged in the 
tobacco warehouse business until 
about four years ago. when heroov 
ed to the Wheeler homestead in the 
country. 

Dr. Wheeler was a soldier in th 
First Kentucky Cavalry, C. S. A 
commanded by Ool. Ben Hardin 
Helm. In 1862 he was promoted to 
captain and served with Kirby 
Smith and Jno. C Breckinridge. In 
1864 he was disabled and returned 
home. He was engaged in the 
battles of Shiloh, Murfreesboro and 
Richmond and was a gallant 
soldier. Dr. Wheeler was married 
in 1876 to Miss Annie Auchenleck, 
of Clarksvile, who died several 
years ago. Their only child is the 
widow of the late Jno. D. Elliott, of 
Owensboro. He was member of the 
Masonic order and of the Episco- 
pal church. 

His mother and brother, of 
Paducah. and his daughter ar- 
rived yesterday. 

The funeral will be some time 
this afternoon.

One of the greatest legal sensa- 
tions of the year came Monday 
morning in the Chancery Court 
when Chancellor Allison handed 
down a decision ousting the Cum- 
berland Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, which is a Kentucky cor- 
poration, trom the State. The 
grounds for the decision were al- 
leged conspiracy to stifle competi 
tion and alleged discrimination. 

The bill was filed Oct. 9, 1897. by 
E. H. Hatcher and other citizens of 
Columbia, Tenn , the style of the 
case being "State ot Tennessee, on 
relation of E. H. Hatcher et al . vs. 
tbe Cumberland Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company. " It was charged 
mong other ihiDg* that the compa- 
ny by alleged illegal acts at Colum 
bia and other places had forfeited 
its charter to do business in thi 
State, a contention upheld by Chai 
cellor Allison. One specific charg 
was that the leasing of the Maur 
County or Cjiumbia Exchange I 
Leland Hume was an evasion fc 
the purpose o( permitting rates I 
be illegally cut. This contention 
was sustained by the Supreme 
Court since the filling of the bill in 
this cause. 

It was also charged that the com- 
pany had broken down independent 
concerns at Clarksville and Mur 
freesboro by low rates and other 
methods which it had no right to 
practice. This case was heard up 
on briefs tiled with the court at va- 
rious times, a large number of such 
papers having been handed in. The 
decision Monday was unexpected 
and came as a surprise. 

The officials of th<? Cumberland 
Telephone & Telegraph Company 
decline to make a statement regard- 
ing the matter, asserting it is a de- 
cision of no import and that busi- 
ness will be transacted as usual. 
An appeal was taken to the next 
term of the Supreme Court, which 
vacates the order of expulsion. The 
opinion of Chancellor Allison, which 
contains a recital of the points 
the case, follows: 

JUDGE ALLISON'S OPINION. 

State of Tennessee ex rel. 
Cumberland Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company .—Conclusion 
Court.— It is sought in this cause to 
have a decree adjudging that 
fendant Telephone Company has 
forfeited its right any longer to ex- 
ercise any corporate franchises or 
power in the State of Tennessee, 
and that defendant company be 
ousted from the exercise ot corpo- 
rate power and franchise in said 
State. 

"There are several grounds al 
leged for such decree, 

"1. That defendant being a for 
eign corporation had not filed a 
copy of its charter in the c8ke of 
the Secretary of State. 

"It appears that defend; 
file a duly certified copy of its char- 
ter in the Secretary of State's office 
on the .'9th day of April, 1891, and 
additional copy on April 12, 1894. 
The bill in this case was not filed 
until Oct. '), 1897. A decree on this 
ground is denied. 

"2. That defendant failed to reg 
ster an abstract of its character in 
each of the counties in the State, in 
which it is doing business. The 
acts of the Legislature on this sub- 
ject were passed in 1887, 1891 and 
1895, the latter of these superseded 
the others, and the courts have held 
that since the passage of the act of 
1895, registration of such abstracts 
is not required. 

"The bill, as before stated, was 
tiled Oct. 9. 1897, after the passage 
of the act, 1895. See 47 S. W. Rep. 
24, and S. W. Rep., 76, p. 911. 

Before defendant filed its an 
:r it had, however, registered 
such abstract in the counties where 
it is doing business. 

"The relief asked on this ground 
is denied. 

"3. That defendant had entered 
and erected its poles and lines upon 
the right-of-way of turnpike compa- 
nies, without permission of the turn- 
pike or condemnation proceedings. 
The proof fails to sustain this 
charge, and relief on this ground is 
denied. 

NO COMPETENT PROOF. 

"4. That rates charged by de- 



tortionate. There is no competent 
proof before court on this question 
or subject. Relief on thin ground 
is denied. 

"5. That defendant in violation 
of law. as-umed p iwer and author 
ity to lease its plant, or telephone 
exchange in vhe i ity of Columbia to 
Leland Hume, who was its Assis- 
taot General Manager, and a di- 
rector in its company. The proof 
shows, and it admitted by the de- 
fendant, that it did so lease its ex- 
change at Columbia. 

It is also admitted that the Su- 
preme Court, on the application of 
the State, declared this lease illegal, 
fraudulent and void and set aside, 
and that thereupon defendant re- 
sumed the contiol and operation of 
ts exchange at Columbia and has 
operated it ever since. 

This charge in the bill has 
therefore been adjudicated by the 
Supreme Court to be true, the 
charge that defendant has assumed 
and exercised power and authority 
not granted in thi> respect has been 
conclusively settled. 

The. defence set up

CUTTHK RATES. 

"It appeal irom the proof that a 
competing telephone company or 
exchange was organized and put 
into service at Columbia, and that 
it thereafter reduced its monthly 
rates at Columbia trom $1.50, $2.00 
and $3.00 per month to 50 
per month than the competing com- 
pany was charging, 

"It appear.-, also that quite a 
number of citizens in Brownsville, 
Tenn. (where defendant was oper- 
ating an ex applied to de 
fendant to have telephone 
furnished them at the same rate 
per month that it was furnishing to 
citizens of Columbia; that defend- 
ant refused, or would not give 
these Brownsville citizens service 
at such rate, and that there- 
upon, or about this time, the 
defendant leased its exchange at 
Columbia to Mr. Hume. 

"The defendant did not lease 
entire property to a non-competing 
corporation engaged in the same 
business, as it had the right to do, 
but only leased its exchange at 
Columbia, where it was discrimi- 
natiog in rates against the citizens 
of Brownsville and other towns and 
cities in the State. 

TO SUPPRESS OPPOSITII 

"All of these facts, established 
byproot, and circumstances, and 
the lease contract, satisfies 
court that this lease was made in 
violation of law, not by mistake- 
but for the purpose, if possible, of 
■fading liability under the laws of 
the State for discriminating in its 
charges lor service; the patent pur 
t of the defendant be 
of its directors and 
:ral manager

thereafter organize and operate 
any telephone in the territory 
' d by defendant. 
•A similar agreement was made 
;h a competing company at 
Clarksville, when defendant bought 
tout. 

AT OTHER PLACES. 

"In Clarksville and Murfrees- 
boro, as the proofs show, defendant 
reduced its rates 50 cents per month 
for service in each of these cities 
while the other telephones were in 
■ervice there, and that this was 50 
cents less per month than the others 
were charging for like service, but 
that as soon as the defendant had 
succeeded in breaking down and 
buying up the other companies by 
such methods it put its rates up 



and then refused to carry out some 
contracts it had previously made 
to furnish service at 50 cents per 
month. 

"In connection v»ith, and part of. 
his latter charge in the bill, it is 
illeged that the defendant has thus 
oppressed competition in the cities j 
•f Clarksville and Murlreesboro, 
ind is engaged in an effort to sup- 
press competition at and in Colum- 
bia by the employment of unlawful 
and forbidden methods. 

This course in tbe business meth 
ods of the defendant in suppressing 
competition by breaking down aod 
buying out competitors is sought to 
be justified by the deieiidant under 
•ections 2043, 2040 and 22<>2 ol 
Shannon's Code. Section 2043 em- 
powers corporations in Tennessee 
to lease their property and fran- 
chises in Tennessee u> any other 
corporation engaged in the same 
business in this or aoy other State, 
but section 2046 says that section 
2043 shall not apply to competing 
railroads: section 2202 authorizes 
telephone companies to consolidate. 

RETURN TO OLU RATES. 

As to section 2202. it is sufficient 
to say that there was no consolida- 
tion of the two telephone exchanges, 
or companies, at Clarksville or 
Murfreesboro with defendant: the 
defendant simply broke down the 
business, and business prospects 
pf these two companies, or exchang- 
es, and then bought their tangible 
property at prices virtually fixed 
by itself, and went on operating its 
n exchanges, and put rates for 
vice up to prices formerly 
charged. 

"It is insisted by defendant that 
section 2043 gives it power to ac- 
quire or buy out competing 'ex- 
changes' or telephone companies, 
that it had the right under this sec- 
tion to acquire the other two com- 
panies at Murfreesboro and Clarks- 
ville in the manner it did, for the 
reason tnat section 2046 only for- 
bids a railroad from leasing and 
taking over a competing line; that 
telephone companies not being 
named along with the railroads as 
forbidden to le ase a competing ex 
change or telephone, that telephone 
companies are. therefore, exempt or 
excluded from the provision and 
policy of this section, and further 
that the methods used and em- 
ployed by defendant at Clarksville 
and Murfreesboro, which enabled 
it to buy out and take over the two 
competing companies or exchanges 
in these two cities, was nothing 
more than the consolidation con- 
templated and allowed under sec- 
tion 2202. 

"The court IWds that section 
2043 only authorizes one corpora- 
tion to lease and not to buy out- 
right, the property and franchises 
of another corporation engaged in 
similar or the 'same business,' and 
that under this section such corpo- 
ration, if it be a telephone company, 
can neither buy nor lease a com- 
peting exchange or company. 

ILLEGAL ACOUISITION. 

"The court further holds that 
section 2202 did not authorize the 
the defendant to acquire the prop 
erly of the two other companies at | 
Clarksville and Murfreesboro in the j 
manner and by the methods em- 1 
ployed. A corporation takes and 
exercises powers by specific grant) 
and never by implication. 

'The court further holds that the 
provisions, principles and policy of 
the whole section 2046 applies to 
telephone companies, and therefore 
forbids the acquisition by one tele- 
phone company of another such 
competing company or exchange in 
the manner and by the methods | 
employed by defendant to acquire 
he one at Clarksville and the other 
it Murfreesboro with their fran- 
hises and property. 
"A telephone company must oc- 
upy and sustain the same relation 
to the State, the citizens thereof, 
and to commerce and busioess gen- 
erally, in the exercise of its fran- 
chise rights and powers and the 
discharge of its duties that rail- 
roads and telegraph companies do. 

QUASI-PUBLIC COMMON CARRIERS. 

■'If this be true, they are quasi- 
public common carriers (of mes- 
sages) aud therefore amendable, 
ubject to, and controlled by, the 
de statutory law of the State 
applicable to railroad and tele- 
graph companies, and cannot, 
therefore, claim and exercise pow- 
and rights which are denied 
under the statutes to railroads. 

The court holds that defendant 
has assumed to exercise powers 
and authority not conferred upon 
it by the laws of the State of Ten- 
and has forfeited its rights 



to exercise any c«i 
or power in the State of Tennessee, 

and that defendant be ousted from 
the further t xercise of any such 
power or franchise in the State, 
and that its business be closed and 
wound up. 

"For satisfactory reasons the 
court declines to appoint a receiver 
to take charge and settle up the 
business of tbe defendant. 

"The 'action of the Clerk and 
Master on the several exceptions 
taVen by relators to certain evi- 
dence in certain depositions is sus- 
tained except as to exceptions Nos.
